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When I was growing up, my 
teenage counterparts were skip roping 
and playing hopscotch in our school 
playground. Our biggest worry was what 
time the teacher was going to let us out 
for recess — then. Now, teenagers are 
having sex for extra-curricular fun and 
worrying about missing their 
periods...for the wrong reasons. 

Our youngsters are growing up 
ahead of their time and are enjoying it. 
Many researchers have attributed this to 
the media and negative external 
influences. They blame these sources for 
encouraging promiscuous behavior. 
However, this is not always true. The 
media, with its power to brainwash even 
the smartest of people, does not condone 
inappropriate behavior. We can see this in 
the most recent incident with Miley Cyrus 
— pictures of the 15 year old billionaire 
and role model to young girls posing with 
bare shoulders and back graced the 
tabloids; pictures of her sitting on a male 
friend with her revealed midriff were also 
available for viewing on the internet.

squeaky clean reputation that they are 
banking on — and it did. How many 
parents want their children idolizing a girl 
who chose to pose so provocatively in a 
popular magazine? — Not many. 

However, are these young girls 
promiscuous or simply using these 
actions as a statement of independence? 
Young teen idols like Britney Spears, 
Christina Aguilera and Hillary Duff 
eventually break under the pressure of 
having to paint a certain picture of 
themselves to the media. This eventual

Lets face it, women are often 
expected to be a certain way — virginity 
should be preserved until marriage, 
clothes should not be too revealing, etc — 
and if these instructions are not followed, 
they are labeled with the most derogatory 
names. Eventually, girls do crack, and 
then comes sexual activity and other acts 
of rebelliousness. These girls are often 
written off as not having been brought up 
the ‘right’ way or just naturally ‘slutty’. 
But how about blaming society and the 
unrealistic expectations put on these 
youngsters? 


Teens Becoming More 
Promiscuous or Simply 
Pressured into Stating 
their Independence? 


“Tn earlier generations, kids weren't 
expected to be sexually active -- or 
experiment with alcohol or drugs -- until 
they turned 17 or 18, when they were 
better able to resist peer pressure, says 
Elkind. "Now they're getting pressure at 
13 and 14, when they're too young to 
resist. It's not that child development has 
changed, it's that the demands are coming 
at earlier ages." * 

Even with the recent increase in 
teenage pregnancy, ironically, there has 
also been a reported increase in females 
who pursue post secondary education. A 
recent statistics Canada study has 
revealed that a “‘dramatic reversal’ in the 
balance of sexes on Canadian 

university campuses. In the 1971 
census, 68 per cent of 25- to 29-year-old 
university graduates were male. By 1991, 
women were a slight majority, and by 





2006 they accounted for 60 per cent of 
graduates” ** 

So there is hope yet for the 
seem-to-be diminishing future of our 
youth. They are beginning to live their 
lives for them and not for others. Sexual 
activity at such a young age is not 
recommended but the way it is being 
handled should be admired. Raising a 
child at any age is difficult but teens of 
today are willing to endure it — some with 
a little help from their parents — but a lot 
choose to take on this task by themselves, 
regardless of whether or not the father is 
in the picture. People make mistakes and 
how they pick themselves up when they 
fall is all that matters.

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When we were children we carelessly played 
‘cops and robbers”, a childhood game in which “bad 
suys” could have guns too. Yet, for majority of North 
American teens, this is a living nightmare. Over the past 
wo years, the number of victims lost to gun violence has 
ncreased substantially. More appallingly, the age of the 
suspects range from 12-19 years old. The streets of 
foronto have been hit with bullets from hand guns and 
yistols. To those who are unaware of weapon jargons, a 
1andgun is a firearm small enough to be held in the hand 
when used. One of the most popular handguns in the GTA 
s the semi-automatic pistol. This powerful hand gun uses 
he energy of one shot to reload the chamber for the next, 
1ence allowing another shot to take place immediately and 
eaving no time for thought in between the spraying of 
yullets. 

According to Statistics Canada, there is an 
‘stimate of 635,559 legally registered, restricted, and 
yrohibited weapons in Canada. While some parts of the 
J.S. allow its citizens to roam the streets with weapons, 
-anada has enforced strict gun laws. In 1977, the Cana- 
lian government banned fully automatic weapons and it 
was mandatory for all other guns to be registered. The 
mly peopled allowed to own handguns in Canada are 
0lice officers, security officers, target shooters and 
‘ollectors. Furthermore, any citizen who owns a gun must 
1ave a valid firearm license and ensure that the weapon is 
ylaced where it cannot be easily accessed. 

However, Mayor David Miller along with major- 
ty of Torontonians feels that it is about time that we 
change the law. On April 28, 2008, David Miller stood in 
ront of Toronto Council calling on the Federal Govern- 
nent to ban private ownership of handguns in Canada. 
(he motion was supported by City Council with a 39-3 
rote. According to Miller’s campaign for the Canada 
Jandgun Ban, handguns would be banned for collectors 
oo. The Gun Strategy Report states that “a major source 
f illegal firearms in Canada is theft from domestic 
ources. This means that firearms are primarily obtained 
llegally from residential and commercial break-and-enters 
vhere legal guns are stored. Members of organized crime 
re known to identify target firearms owners, in particular 
hose with large collections”. Since guns have become 
asily accessible through theft, a Canada-wide ban would 
educe the number of guns circulating the country. 
tecords show that in 2006, there were almost 194,000 
egistered handguns and 1,993 victims of handgun 
iolence in Ontario — Despite this, the Canadian Federal 









government refuses to support the handgun ban. Their 
position holds that there are sufficient controls in place to 
direct the ownership and use of handguns in Canada. 
However, Miller’s campaign is very much supported by 
the public and would work favorably for RCMP, the O.P.P. 
as well as the Toronto Police. 

The Eyecon interviewed Mr. Mark Pugash, Director of 
Public Information for the Toronto Police, on gun violence 
in the GTA. Mr. Pugash claims that “anything that makes 
it difficult to obtain guns is a good idea”. The Toronto 
Police are very much involved in reducing violence in the 
GTA, one such program is TAVIS (Toronto Anti Violence 
Intervention Strategy) which was implemented in Febru- 
ary 2006. TAVIS has brought a lot of positive feedback, 
“seeing a lot of police officers makes people feel safe and 
secure” explains Mr. Pugash. Mr. Pugash confirmed that 
so far in 2008, 720 fire arms, including 184 handguns, 
have been taken off the streets. Mr. Pugash claims that any 
progress made is due to the collaboration of police 
officers, as well as the community. “In order to put a stop 
to violence you cannot succeed by arresting people” says 
Mr. Pugash, “you have to work with people”. 
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Even if Canada were to ban handguns, our neighbours in 
the south make it easier for people to illegally smuggle 
weapons. According to Miller’s report 70% of our weap- 
ons are from the U.S. and, therefore, it is crucial that we 
work alongside the U.S. in banning firearms. 


Yet, how realistic is it to expect the U.S. to enforce such laws upon its citizens? How far 
can we go in order to ensure a national ban on handguns? To this, Mark Pugash had a very 
optimistic reply, “There is no point is saying we cannot do much. It is worth taking 


measures to put an end to gun violence. One less gun makes a difference”.

ate students in elementary schools, or even first year high 
school students. Preteens often undergo changes physi- 
cally, mentally and socially and it would be appropriate to 
start controlling their tempers at that stage. 





Take a minute and reflect upon your own life to 
see if out of control anger has affected you in any way. 
Think about whether the problem and the consequences 
weighed the same. How many problems can we prevent? 
Many, I would say! 

It is important to control anger because it can lead 
to high levels of blood pressure and escalated heart rate 
due to stress hormones such as adrenaline and noradrena- 
lin. It may be impossible to get rid of this emotion but it is 
definitely necessary to control it. Having unexpressed 
anger, on the other hand, can lead to other serious prob- 
lems. Remind yourself that this out of control emotion 
will not end your problems but only make a bad situation 
even worse. Once you take the first step in identifying 
uncontrollable anger, you may be able to calm yourself 
internally.

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Penis Pride — Penetrating the Male 


-Violence against Women requires men to assume the “ impossible’, to assume the role of the other- 


What one has may or may not represent what one is and 
what one is may or may not represent what one has: the relation- 
ship between the two is never settled and I acknowledge the 
tension between the biological and the social. However, for the 
context I am writing in, I will locate my argument within the 
binary and positioning myself as a male I ask all males to tackle 
the issue of the violence being committed by their own species 
against the opposite other. For the male, the female is the other 
and I am asking that males realize the worry; we ourselves could 
be in the position of the other and the pain being afflicted on 
women can soon find its form to inflict upon men. 

I wonder what is it that motivates assaults on women and 
I am sure many around me wonder too. But what freezes me is the 
lack of attention the males are paying to the issue on hand. Are the 
assaults that are terrorizing the York community something that 
males need not worry about? How many males, outside the sphere 
of critical study and discourse, have taken to understanding the 
issue of violence against women? Very few, I am afraid and I now 
wonder why? Perhaps most men do have an opinion about the 
violence: but most often than not, the crime is attributed to the 
victim. 

Why, I wonder? Why is it that males are refusing to be 
critical of the violence against women? I find a plausible answer 
in “Penis Pride” and I want to work with this very dynamic to 
penetrate a belief system in hope for a healthier perspective at 
York and for males in general. 

The history of our being reveals a preposterous pride 
raging violently through the male species — a pride in its domi-. 
nance in sexuality, gender and being in general. This “Penis 
Pride” raises males above and beyond the vices faced by those 
below and males have grown immune to the troubles being faced 
by women. Males refuse to take a moment to locate themselves in 
the position of the other and as such hardly every pay attention to 
the despicable acts that torment the lives of women. The pride 
manifests itself in a belief that the male is immune to societal ills 
and his dominant position places him firmly in control of his 
movement and existence. Women appear as the unfortunate lot 
who do not have what it takes to be safe in a society. Men, by 
virtue of a penis, are safe and secure; safe and secure enough to 
make women fear for their own safety and security. The penis is 
about piercing space and attacking; the male is not about defence. 
The penis does not allow for a male space to be explored and the 
male is firmly in control. Or so we are made to take pride in. 

These males who roam and ruin York by assaulting 
women have forever shaken the lives of these women. Reaction at 
York to such assaults comes from many fronts but yet why many 
men have yet to surface at the lead of such positive reaction is to 
me nothing but a manifestation of this myth of “Penis Pride”. 
Have males forgotten the simple idea that “that could be me’? 
Indeed they have, for men stand at the fort of society and believe 
their tracks to be covered and protected. Yet, when you realize 


that men themselves are causing pain to women, you realize a 
being whose existence is clothed in pretension. Males at York: we 
are not protected by virtue of what we are or have: we must see 
people for people, women as men and men as women and realize 
that violence against one is violence against the other! 

However, penetrating the male mind is never easy: the 
ideology is engrained deeply and when bodies are called into 
being by the powers that be, reversing that effect is an uphill task. 
It is so because for the oppressor to assume the role of the 
oppressed is quite impossible. If it were so easy, would the 
oppressor ever exist? 

The problem with males not speaking up in one voice 
against violence on women is purely about the inability of males 
to see themselves as possible victims. For this problem to be 
resolved, males need to take a moment of deep reflection 
followed by powerful reaction. Education can facilitate the 
reflection, the reflection that should get males to see the human- 
ness in the humans around them. But then before an education, 
males must murder the pride. Males have been made to suck in an 
ideology that places them at the top most and this ideology is 
precisely what blinds us from viewing the circumstances of those | 
“below”. If only we saw people as people, things for things and 
reality for reality. | 

I understand that I may be guilty of assuming that most _ 
males are uninterested in critically examining violence against _ 
women. But if you think about it, even the males who suggest | 
solutions always think of actions after the event of violence rather 
than before. It is as though a woman is to be shown her place 
through violence. This pride is false, mystifying and insulting. 
Males reading this, realize that this pride whose air we comfort- 
ably breathe does nothing but to stratify our society and drunk us 
all with power. Attempt to imagine our species as being under the 
constant threat of violence and imagine yourself as bearing a 
beating each day for simply being. 





When will we make visible the invisible? 
When will confront the constructed conscience? 
When will we begin? 
Perhaps fire will have to fight fire and perhaps when a 
bunch of females begin to assault males we might see ourselves as 


the other. But wait, then we would be males no more, right?

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The choice to have sex is one decision that many 
young individuals are faced with. The choice is 
ultimately up to you and involves you to make very 
important decisions as to how ready you feel, who you 
choose to have sex with and what measures you are 
willing to take to prevent a pregnancy and a sexually 
transmitted infection (STI). If you feel you are ready to 
have sexual intercourse, make sure you take the appro- 
priate safety measures to ensure you and your partner 
practice safe sex. 

The choices you have for pregnancy prevention 
may seem overwhelming and endless. It may be a tiring 
process to understand all of them. Keep in mind each 
method has its advantages and disadvantages, thus you 
should choose the one that best fit’s your needs and 
expectations. When choosing the right type of birth 
control, you should consider your age, the type of 
commitment involved, effectiveness, costs, side effects, 
protection and your personality. The information 
provided here will give you a general idea of some of 
the birth control methods that are available to you. You 
should speak with your Health Care Professional to 
determine the best method to meet your individual 
needs. 


barrier or hormonal methods. Barrier methods 
typically involve condoms and spermicides, while 
hormonal methods include; the pill, the patch, the 
vaginal ring, the shot, or the implant. As a teenager, 
you need to make sure you understand how your 
birth control method works and how to use it. Thou- 
sands of teenagers get pregnant each year because 
they either don’t use birth control or use it inaccu- 
rately.

In better understanding how these methods work, 
it is important you have a general understanding of how 
the menstrual cycle works. A woman has two ovaries, 
one on each side of the uterus. Each month, one of the 
ovaries releases an egg into a fallopian tube. This is 
called ovulation. It usually occurs about 12-14 days 
before the start of the menstrual period. A typical men- 
strual period lasts about 28 days before repeating itself. 
If a sperm meets an egg in the fallopian tube, fertiliza- 
tion, joining of an egg can occur. The fertilized egg then 
can travel to the uterus and attach to the lining. Once the 
fertilized egg has attached to the lining of the uterus, the 
woman becomes pregnant, even if it is her first time 
having sex (ACOG, 2007). A woman is most fertile and 
likely to get pregnant 4 days prior and 2 days after 
ovulation. It has also been estimated that the sperm can 
live inside the vagina for up to 5- 7 days.
